GREENE AND GAYNOR _ 
AT FEDERAL PRISON 


This Noted Prisoner, Who Arrived 


in Atlanta Yesterday, is in Wretch- 


ed He alth,. 


Two Noted Prisoners Could Have Served Their 
Sentence During Years They Have Been 
Fighting For Escape. 


Greene and John 
Gaynor, known throughout the world 
for the hard fight they made to keep 
out of the federal prison, after being 
charged and then convicted of em- 
bezzling $575,749.90 from the govern- 
ment, on the harbor contracts at Sa- 
vannah, are in the federal prison, near 
Atlanta, 

Yesterday morning they arrived to do 
a “four-year sentence,’ and begin this 
sentence, whereas if they had gone at 
once to prison after being convicted 
they would now be walking out free 
men. 

It is doubtful if Gaynor ever leaves 
the prison alive, as he is in wretched 
health now and has been for some 
time.

These men, who have spent a for- 
tune seeking to evade what they had 
at last to yield to, were taken into the 
private office of a deputy, searched and 
stripped. 

They were photographed and meas- 
ured by the Bertillon system. 


After this they wer@ turned over to the 


bath room attendant and made to take 
a bath, after which they were taken to 
the prison barber, shaved and their 
hair cut. 


Namber Given Each. 


Donned in the striped suit of the 
short-time prisoners they were led into 
the corridor, where their description 
was again taken and a: number given 
each. 2 

Hereafter they will be known only as 
numbers, and the words “Greene and 
Gaynor’ will not be heanl for four 
years, less time off for good behavior. 

Late in the evening these men, who 
rated as millionaires, and 
whose fight for liberty has become inter- 
mational, slept in felons’ cells, and for 
the first time on a parity with the other 
prisoners of the jail. 

This morning, if thelr physical condi- 
tion permits, they will be put to work. 
Their diet wil] be the prison fare, which 
is only to be had after going the “‘lock- 
step route.’

Governor Smith Made Speech 
on “Transportation” Yes- 
terday Morning. 


Savannah, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)— 
At the session this morning of Ahe Na- 
tional League of Commission Merchants 
of the United States Governor Hoke 
Smith spoke upon the subject of ‘‘Trans- 
portation.’ Ile was introduced by May- 
or Tiedeman. 

“be governor stated that commerce 1s 
entirely dependent upon the railway 
companies, and said: 

“Not only has consolidation removed 
*the benefits of competition, but the 
owners of many lines of railroads have 
for several years past been interested 
far more in speculative stock and bond 
‘f{esues than in the development of their 
properties by giving a service worthy ol! 
@ food return upon investments.” 

He said that the opportunity of mak- 
ing a reasonable profit upon the in- 
vestments should be allowed, but the 
state should also regulate and super- 
vise the conduct of those furnishing 
public highways, to the end that the 
public receive proper facilities for 
transportation at reasonable charges. 
He continued: 

“The right of the nation and of the 
states to stand between the railroad 
companies and the public, to regulate 
rates and pass upon questions involving 
proper facilities, has been fully recog- 
nized by the courts of this quntry. 


Should Be Controlled. 


“The railroad companies uncontrolled 
ean absolutely contro] the property and 
the persons of the people of this coun- 
try. 

“Should they be permitted to do so”. 

“Governmental regulation and super- 
vision {is a necessity which must be ap- 
parent to all unprejudiced men, and the 
responsibility of working out a super- 
vision and regulation just to the public 
and fair to the railroad companies is one 
of the most important duties ever 
placed upon public officials. 

“The nation can regulate interstate 
commerce. The state can regulate intra- 
state commerce. The great transporta- 
tion issues the country, the 
nation must through its na- 
tional or interstate commerce railroad 
commission The issues pertaining to 
localities, the intrastate issues, will @il- 
fer widely in different localities. It 
would be almost impossible for an in- 
terstate railroad mission to handle 
all these problems in the different 
states.

New York, January 8.—Publicity in the 
affairs of the American Sugar Refining 
Company will be ‘the policy favored by 
B. Thomas, acting president of that 
comupany, according to an announcement 
which he made at the annual meeting 
of the stockholders, held in Jersey City 
today. On that point there have been 
several contests by the stockholders. 

Mr. Thomas presided at the annual 
meeting today. He said that the policy 
of the late President Havemeyer was 
that all the financial information re- 
quired by law should be made purdiic, 
but that it was for the stockholders to 
decide whether any more shoukg be done.

Bill Authorizes Currency Based 
an General Assets of Banks, 


TO NAME REDEMPTION CITIES 


Which Has Just Come From 
the Sub-Committee, Contains - 
Many New Features—Tay- 
lor Will Introduce 
Measure.

Washington, D. C., January 8.—Irne 
subcommittee of the house committee on 
banking and currency, to which was em 
trusted the framing of a bill to increase 
the elasticity of the currency, reached a 
conclusion today, and wil report favora- 
bly to the full committee a bill drawn 
by Chairman Fowler, of the committee. 

The bill will be introduced by Mr. 
Fowler and referred to his committee, 
where it will form the working basis 
for the framing of a bill. 

The bill provides for the complete re- 
tirement of all present outstanding na- 
tional bank bond-secured currency, and 
authorizes in lieu thereof a currency 
based upon general assets of the banks, 
in this way: 

The comptroller of fhe currency wiil 
designate thoroughout the country cer- 
tain redemption cities, so that there 
Shall be a redemption city within at 
least twenty-four hours’ reach of every 
national bank. The national banks will 
indicate to the comptroller of the cur- 
rency to what redemption city they 
wish to be joined. The comptroller will 
then select a time and place’ within 
each redemption district for the  or- 
ganizing of that district in the follow- 
ing manner: 

Each national bank in that district, 
regardless of its capital stock, will be 
entitled to one vote. Representatives 
of the bank will meet at a time and 
place designated _and elect a board of 
managers, to consist of seven members. 
These seven will elect a chairman, who 
will become a deputy comptroller of 
the currency and assume control of his 
redemption district, except that he shall 
not have charge of the enforcement of 
the criminal statutes.

At the time of Helen Keller's a@ppear- 
ance at the St. Louis exposition when 
the deaf, dumb and blind were assemblies 
to know how she had learned to express 
herself, tt was stated by an eminent 
specialist there at the time, that of the 
inmates of a certain institute for the 
deaf and dumb, in which he practiced, 
one-third become thus afflicted as a re- 
Sult of scarlet fever. 

Aside, however, from the serious re- 
Sults of this disease for children there 
must oe some rules imposed and en- 
forced, whereby the children of the pub-

Review of Iron Movement. 


Cleveland, Ohio, January 8.—The Iron 
Trade Review tomorrow will say that 
the principal events of the week have 
been the gradual and cautious resump- 
tion of finishing mills, the announce- 
ment of sharp reduction in prices on 
a number of finished products and the 
meetings of eastern and western pig 
iron manufacturers who are endeavor- 
ing to prevent decline of prices below 
the cost line. 

The startling change in industrial and 
financial conditions since last October is 
reflected in statistics of furnace pro- 
duction, which decreased from 2,359,690 
tons in October to 1,234,733 tons in 
December. The active capacity at the 
end of December-was 154 blast fur- 
naces, against 226 on October 30. For 
the year 1907 the blast furnaces of the 
United States produced 25,399,732 tons 
cf pig iron, the charcoal product not 
included. This compares with a total 
tonnage of 24,874,184 tons in 1906. Es- 
timating charcoal iron production at 
450,000 tons, the total output for 1907 
was approximately 25,850,000 tons. 

Pig iron manufacturers have made an 
earnest effort du*ing the past week to 
prevent prices from further declines. 
The meeting of Shenango ang Mahoning 
Valley furnacemen was not harmonious 
as two interests declined to0 cooperate 
with the others, and as a result quota- 
tions were irregular. No important in- 
terests were represented at the eastern 
meeting, but there is a fair prospect of 
better conditions being established.

Mrs. Brand is accused of having pur- 
loined two valuable diamond rings, one 
valued at $50 and the ottrer at $80, from 
Holzman’s jewelry store. In effecting 
the theft, Mrs. Brand employed an ar- 
tifice, which, at the first attempt, was 
successful, but upon repeating it yester- 
day was detected, and led to her being 
followed and arrested by the detectives 
while in the act of pawning the $80 
ring.
